The first step in the t)rocedure 
to determine the first annual 
“professor of the year” award 
will take place Friday, April 26, 
when the seniors, juniors and 
sophomores go to the polls. 

The top five professors will 
be decided from Friday’s stu- 
dent nominations by a point 
system. Each senior’s nomina- 
tion will count three points, 
with the junior vote counting 
two, and the sophomore’s one 
point. 

Each participating student will 
be allowed two nominations', with 


equal point value for both. T^e 
Scholastic committee ruled that 
freshmen cannot take part in the 
balloting because of their relative 
unfamiliarity with the professors. 

The five names receiving the 
largest number of points: on Fri- 
day will be turned over to an 
eleven man committee, which will 
decide the final . winner. This 
judgement will be made on the 
basis of the man’s classroom 
presentation, couns elin g j^lity, 
and general interest in the .wel- 
fare of the student body and St. 
Joseph’s college.

The newly elected executive^ com- 
mittee of the student council should 
be looking^ widi anticipation towards 
their plans and procedures for the 
— eoming-acadetnic year. 

Through this breaking-in period 
with the present council, the four of- 
ficers will see clearly the obstacles 
that inevitably block all good ideas. 
However, the elected officers have 
shown exceptional competence 
throughout their respective cam- 
paigns and it can be presumed that 
they will not allow discouragement 
or self-interest to block the high 
goals they have set for themselves. 

But as a personal reminder to the 
new president, vice-president, secre- 
tary, and treasurer — do not for any 
reason make your job any harder 
than it already is. In the last remain- 
ing weeks of this semester, if you 
have not begun already, make your- 
selves awar^ of the abilities and po- 
tentialities of the student body that 
you govern. 

In the past the formation of the 
student council committees has been 
left almost entirely as a political 
plum of the president. And, worthy- 
arguments can be made in favor of 
this practice. It is this one indi^ndual 
who win be responsible for these 
committees and this single person 
must be able to depend on his 
apointees. But with all respect to this 
way of bought, it is hoped that a 
inore agreeable arrangement can be 
found; one that in practice will prove 
more beneficial to the student body 
and college as a whole. 

Competent men are ait the student 
“"council’s disposal. Men who have 
remained in their dorms for one, two, 
and even three years. Men who pos- 
sess particular talents that have laid 


virtually untapped, nauch to the loss 
of tlie entire school.

Some students have never bother- 
ed to contribute an idea for. a dance 
• decoration, a ptam~ ^ 
procedure, or a question to a faculty 
committee for the simple reason that 
they have never been asked. As 
faulty as this attitude inay be, it is 
fact and is subject to correction. 

Other students are willing to wdrk, 
but are not acquainted with the 
numerous council committees which 
cover virtually every phase of stu- 
dent life, from social to academic to 
discipline. These individuals should 
be informed, if possible yet this 
semester, through a pubhshed 6r- 
ganization chart showing the coun- 
cil’s areas of operation. 

And finally, sonie students are 
fully aware of the council’s needs, 
but still refuse to see any personal 
obligation to help out. This minority 
of capable shirkers must be convinc- 
ed of the opportunities for experience 
lost by avoiding extra - curricular 
activities. 

Take this also to be a call to the 
student body; a c^ for assistance. 
You must see your way clear to offer 
your services to those you supported 
in the elections. Nine men cannot 
accomplish the work of eleven-him- 
dred. 

' During these last weeks of the 
senaester, the president and other 
members of the new council will be 
working to fill out the long list of 
committee vacancies. If _Ae above 
advice is heeded and the council 
decides to break precedent handed 
^do^ to it let the officers know you 
are on campus and are willing to 
accept your obligation to your fellow 
students.

Student wonders 
if risque jokes 
manifest talent 

Dear Editor, 

Speaking as a istudent at this Catholic 
college, I would like to extend my praise 
to those students, who in the recept stu- 
dent council talent show, gave of their 
time and efforts to entertain the student 
body. But to those students who, with cold 
malice and forethought, proposed to go 
before the audience as Christian ipen and 
who could do little but utter crude and 
vulgar nonsense, who dare to ridicule and 
make fun of God, to them I express my 
disgust. 

Any performance before a large group 
of college students can, and it seems al- 
most must, employ sexy jokes to elicit a 
hardy response. But such usage of some 
“so-called” off-color jokes or puns may 
be employed without descending to the 
depth of baseness. We have witnessed such 
performances in this and in previous talent 
shows, but it is never necessary to call 
upon vulgar and blasphemious jokes to 
amuse college students except to cover up 
a very obvious lack of talent.^ Do these 
students think they have the right to of- 
fend at the expense of their and our digni- 
ty? If these young boys (I refuse to call 
them young men) can produce no other 
means of entertainment, then let them 
remain silent. But if they have talent, 
then let them demonstrate that talent by 
thinking out humorous but (^igntfied en- 
tertainment. 

My criticism -cannot stop solely with 
those boys upon the stage but must also 
spill out into the audience. Those students 
who gave their whole-hearted approval to 
the performers are just as guilty I, for 
one, would not and will not sacrifice my 
moral values and respect for God in ex- 
change for a few laughs. I have too miuch 
pride. How answer the boys? 


Unfortunately the master of ceremonies- 
primed tho audience to expect soimie rather 
gross humor and when the audience or at 
least a portion of it responded with howls 
of laughter, 'h®- probably felt that "this 
should be the tone of the entire show. 

But while some of the audience was 
howling, some of it— esp^ially the 
wives of faculty members and visitors 
from the surrounding area — was not. 
Needless to say there is plenty of 
room for honest comedy on the Puma- 
ville campus, it is too bad Huck could 
not excerise his natural wit on some 
of these subjects. 

This is not to demean the work of many 
students in the talent show who were sin- 
cerely interested in presenting entertain- 
ment in good taste. It is too bad the work 
of these people had to be offset* by the 
work of a single individual. 

Most of the talent in the program was 
of a good caliber and showed that St. Joe 
is capable of producing people ^that are 

able to entertain with a sensejof taste. 

Let us hope that talent shows of the 
future will not have to resort to burlesque 
and crudity in order to entertain the stu- 
dent body.
